WHEREAS by an Act passed at the Fourth 
Session of the twenty-ninth Legislature of Ontario 
convened on the fifth day of March, 1974, and 
prorogued on the fourteenth day of February, 1975, 
intituled ‘‘The Motorized Snow Vehicles Act, 1974’ 
being Chapter 113 of the Statutes of Ontario, 1974,

Each year, municipal and county treasurers compile a list of properties against which taxes are 
outstanding for at least two successive years, which is a period sufficient to permit sale of the owner’s assets 
to reimburse the municipality. These lists are submitted by the municipal representative to the 
Ministry of Government Services for publication in THE ONTARIO GAZETTE. 


The Gazette is published every Saturday. Tax sale lands are included only in the issue of the first 
Saturday of each month. Each property is described so that it may be properly identified. Also shown are 
the amount of tax arrears and costs, and the date, time and place where the sale will be held, which is 
usually in a public building in the locality. Sales are held three months or later following the date of 
publication in the Gazette and are subject to a reserve bid equal to the amount of tax arrears and costs. © 


The previous owner may by law redeem the property any time within one year and one day after the 
date of tax sale by paying to the municipality all arrears plus costs levied. Where redemption occurs, the 


municipality reimburses the purchaser of tax sale lands for the amount paid at the sale plus an additional 
amount to be determined in each case. 


If the land is not redeemed in the manner described above, the purchaser at sale, receives from the munici- 
pality a tax deed or certificate which should be registered in the appropriate Land Titles or Registry 
Office.

The Crown will be damaged by an increase 
in the costs of, and interfered with by the 
delay in the completion of projects which 
were already well advanced prior to the Act 
being proclaimed in force, project planning 
having been completed, property having 
been acquired, design and construction 
having been scheduled for completion by 
the Ist day of January, 1980; and 


2. The public will be interfered with by delay

The attention of Municipal Officials, Solici- 
tors and all other persons who may be 
interested in the preparation of Private Bills 
for submission to the Legislative Assembly of 
Ontario is directed particularly to the follow- 
ing Standing Orders governing the submis- 
sion of such Bills: 


PRIVATE BILLS 


Time for introducing Private Bulls 


51. (a) No Private Bill may be presented to the 
House after the first five weeks of the Session. 


Time for reporting 


(b) No report of a committee upon a Private 
Bill may be received after the first eight weeks 
of the Session. 


Filing Bill with Clerk 


52. (a) Any person desiring to apply for a Private 
Bill shall do so by filing with the Clerk of the 
House at least eight (8) days before the meeting 
of the House, a copy of such Bill, together with 
a fee of $150, and if such Bill is not deposited 
by that time the applicant shall pay $10 for each 
day he is late in filing the Bill, including the 
day of filing. 


Applicant to pay cost of printing 


(6) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay 
the cost of printing such Bill, including the cost 
of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


Other charges 


(c) The following charges shall also be levied 
and paid in addition to the foregoing :— 


1. When any Standing Order of the House is 
suspended with reference to a Bill, for each 
such suspension, $50.00. 


2. When a Bill is presented to the House after 
the first five weeks of the Session and before 
the end of the sixth week, $75.00.

53. (a) The Clerk of the House shall, during each 
recess of Parliament, publish weekly in The Ontario 
Gazette the Standing Orders respecting notices of 
intended applications for Private Bills. 


Notices posted 


(b) The Clerk shall also, by the first day of every 
Session, post notices in the Legislative Building 
of the time limit for receiving applications for Pri- 
vate Bills and reports thereon. 


Required notice of applications 


54. All applications for Private Bills properly the 
subject of legislation by the Legislative Assembly of 
Ontario, within the purview of ‘‘The British North 
America Act, 1867’’, shall require a notice, clearly 
and distinctly specifying the nature and object of 
the application, and, where the application refers to 
any proposed work, indicating generally the location 
of the work, and signed by or on behalf of the 
applicants, such notice to be published as follows :— 
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1. A notice in The Ontario Gazette and in at 
least one newspaper published or circulated 
in the municipality affected. 


2. Such notice shall be published once a week for 
at least six weeks prior to the consideration 
of the Bill by the Private Bills Committee. 


Bills for debenture issues 


3. If the application is by a municipal corporation 
for authority to issue debentures, the notice 
shall set out the particulars of the existing 
debenture debt and the amount of the rateable 
property of the municipality according to the 
last revised assessment roll of the corporation 
and in brief and general terms, the object for 
which the new issue of debentures is required. 


Report by Standing Orders and Procedures Committee 


55. (a) The Committee on Standing Orders and 
Procedures shall examine each application and report 
to the House whether the Standing Orders, par- 
ticularly with respect to notice, have been com- 
plied with and where the notice is insufficient, the 
Committee recommends to the House the course 
to be taken in consequence of such insufficiency. 


Declaration re advertising

considered by the Standing Orders and Procedures 
Committee. 


Clerk reports to Standing Orders and

(c) The Clerk of the House shall report to the 
Standing Orders and Procedures Committee respect- 
ing the compliance by all applicants for Private 
Bills with the Standing Orders relating to such 
applications, particularly the requirements for notice. 


Introduction of Private Bill

57. When any Bill for confirming any Letters 
Patent, or Agreement, is presented to the House, 
the copy of such Letters Patent, or Agreement, 
shall be attached to it.

The attention of Municipal Officials, Solici- 
tors and all other persons who may be 
interested in the preparation of Private Bills 
for submission to the Legislative Assembly of 
Ontario is directed particularly to the follow- 
ing Standing Orders governing the submis- 
sion of such Bills: 


PRIVATE BILLS 


Time for introducing Private Bulls 


51. (a) No Private Bill may be presented to the 
House after the first five weeks of the Session. 


Time for reporting 


(b) No report of a committee upon a Private 
Bill may be received after the first eight weeks 
of the Session. 


Filing Bill with Clerk 


52. (a) Any person desiring to apply for a Private 
Bill shall do so by filing with the Clerk of the 
House at least eight (8) days before the meeting 
of the House, a copy of such Bill, together with 
a fee of $150, and if such Bill is not deposited 
by that time the applicant shall pay $10 for each 
day he is late in filing the Bill, including the 
day of filing. 


Applicant to pay cost of printing 


(6) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay 
the cost of printing such Bill, including the cost 
of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


Other charges 


(c) The following charges shall also be levied 
and paid in addition to the foregoing :— 


1. When any Standing Order of the House is 
suspended with reference to a Bill, for each 
such suspension, $50.00. 


2. When a Baill is presented to the House after 
the first five weeks of the Session and before 
the end of the sixth week, $75.00.

53. (a) The Clerk of the House shall, during each 
recess of Parliament, publish weekly in The Ontario 
Gazette the Standing Orders respecting notices of 
intended applications for Private Bills. 


Notices posted 


(b) The Clerk shall also, by the first day of every 
Session, post notices in the Legislative Building 
of the time limit for receiving applications for Pri- 
vate Bills and reports thereon. 


Required notice of applications 


54. All applications for Private Bills properly the

LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF ONTARIO 


The attention of Municipal Officials, Solici- 
tors and all other persons who may be 
interested in the preparation of Private Bills 
for submission to the Legislative Assembly of 
Ontario is directed particularly to the follow- 
ing Standing Orders governing the submis- 
sion of such Bills: 


PRIVATE BILLS 


Time for introducing Private Bulls 


51. (a) No Private Bill may be presented to the 
House after the first five weeks of the Session. 


Time for reporting 


(0) No report of a committee upon a Private 
Bill may be received after the first eight weeks 
of the Session. 


Filing Bill with Clerk 


52. (a) Any person desiring to apply for a Private 
Bill shall do so by filing with the Clerk of the 
House at least eight (8) days before the meeting 
of the House, a copy of such Bill, together with 
a fee of $150, and if such Bill is not deposited 
by that time the applicant shall pay $10 for each 
day he is late in filing the Bill, including the 
day of filing. 


Applicant to pay cost of printing 


(6) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay 
the cost of printing such Bill, including the cost 
of printing the Act in the Statutes.

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Other charges 


(c) The following charges shall also be levied 


and paid in addition to the foregoing :— 


1. When any Standing Order of the House is 
suspended with reference to a Bill, for each 
such suspension, $50.00. 


2. When a Bill is presented to the House after 
the first five weeks of the Session and before 
the end of the sixth week, $75.00. 


3. When a Bill is presented to the House after 
the sixth week of the Session, $100.00. 


Additional fees 


(d) In the case of any Bill incorporating a com- 
pany, or increasing the capital stock of a company 
already incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk 
of the House, by or on behalf of the applicant, 
before the same is reported to the House, the 
same fee as would be payable in the case of an 
incorporation or increase of capital under the pro- 
visions of the Ontario Companies Act, less the sum 
of $150.00 already paid to the Clerk of the House.

Publication of Standing Orders re Private Bulls 


53. (a) The Clerk of the House shall, during each 
recess of Parliament, publish weekly in The Ontario 


SS 
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Gazette the Standing Orders respecting notices of 
intended applications for Private Bills. 


Notices posted 


(6) The Clerk shall also, by the first day of every 
Session, post notices in the Legislative Building 
of the time limit for receiving applications for Pri- 
vate Bills and reports thereon. 


Required notice of applications 


54. All applications for Private Bills properly the 
subject of legislation by the Legislative Assembly of 
Ontario, within the purview of ‘‘The British North 
America Act, 1867’’, shall require a notice, clearly 
and distinctly specifying the nature and object of 
the application, and, where the application refers to 
any proposed work, indicating generally the location 
of the work, and signed by or on behalf of the 
applicants, such notice to be published as follows :— 


1. A notice in The Ontario Gazette and in at 
least one newspaper published or circulated 
in the municipality affected. 


2. Such notice shall be published once a week for 
at least six weeks prior to the consideration 
of the Bill by the Private Bills Committee. 


Bulls for debenture issues 


3. If the application is by a municipal corporation 
for authority to issue debentures, the notice 
shall set out the particulars of the existing 
debenture debt and the amount of the rateable 
property of the municipality according to the 
last revised assessment roll of the corporation 
and in brief and general terms, the object for 
which the new issue of debentures is required. 


Report by Standing Orders and Procedures Committee 


55. (a) The Committee on Standing Orders and 
Procedures shall examine each application and report 
to the House whether the Standing Orders, par- 
ticularly with respect to notice, have been com- 
plied with and where the notice is insufficient, the 
Committee recommends to the House the course 
to be taken in consequence of such insufficiency. 


Declaration re advertising 


(b) The applicants for a Private Bill shall lodge 
with the Clerk of the House a declaration proving 
publication of the notice before the application is 
considered by the Standing Orders and Procedures 
Committee. 
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Clerk reports to Standing Orders and 
Procedures Committee 


(c) The Clerk of the House shall report to the 
Standing Orders and Procedures Committee respect- 
ing the compliance by all applicants for Private 
Bills with the Standing Orders relating to such 
applications, particularly the requirements for notice. 


Introduction of Private Bill 


56. Every Private Bill shall be introduced upon 
a motion for leave for introduction and first read- 
ing after the application has been favourably re- 
ported by the Standing Orders and Procedures 
Committee. 


Letters Patent 


57. When any Bill for confirming any Letters 
Patent, or Agreement, is presented to the House, 
the copy of such Letters Patent, or Agreement, 
shall be attached to it. 


Certificate of Minster of Revenue re Letters Patent 


58. No Bill relating to Letters Patent shall be 
considered by the Private Bills Committee until there 
shall have been deposited with the Clerk of the 
House a certificate of the Minister of Revenue 
showing that all taxes payable under The Corpo- 
rations Tax Act relating thereto have been paid. 


Reference to Private Bills Committee after first reading 


59. Every Private Bill, when read a first time, 
shall, unless it be an Estate Bill, or a Bill pro- 
viding for a consolidation of a floating debt or for 
the consolidation or renewal of debentures (other 
than local improvement debentures) of a municipal 
corporation, stand referred to the Private Bills 
Committee, and any petitions to the House, for or 
against the Bill, are considered as referred to such 
Committee. _ 


Certain Municipal Applications referred to 
Ontario Municipal Board 


60. (a) A Private Bill of a municipal corporation 
providing for the consolidation of a floating debt, 
or the consolidation or renewal of debentures (other 
than local improvement debentures) stands referred 
to the Ontario Municipal Board after first reading. 


Board to report 


(6) The Board, after due enquiry, shall report to 
the House whether or not it is reasonable that 
the Bill, or that part thereof relating to the mat- 
ters referred to in clause (a), should pass and what, 
if any, alterations should be made in the Bill. 
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Report to Clerk 


(c) A report shall be transmitted to the Clerk 
of the House.

Notice of Next Day Meetings on Private Bills 


(c) The Clerk shall also publish in the Notice

Consent of interested persons 


63. Any persons whose interest or property may 
be affected by a Private Bill, when required, shall 
appear before the Private Bills Committee to express 
their consent or objection, or may consent in writing, 
proof of which may be demanded by the Committee.

(6) Any amendments shall be clearly indicated in 
the signed copy, any such amendments or additions 
being initialled by the Chairman. 


Bills filed with the Clerk 


(c) The Bill signed by the Chairman shall be filed 
in the Office of the Clerk of the House, and when 
a Bill is amended, another copy with the amend- 
ments written thereon shall be prepared by the Clerk 
of the Committee and attached to the report. 


Reprinting amended Bulls 


67. Private Bills amended by any Committee may 
be reprinted by order of such Committee; or after

outstanding for at least two successive years, which is a period sufficient to permit sale of the owner’s assets | 
to reimburse the municipality. These lists are submitted by the municipal representative to the 
Ministry of Government Services for publication in THE ONTARIO GAZETTE. | 


The Gazette is published every Saturday. Tax sale lands are included only in the issue of the first | 
Saturday of each month. Each property is described so that it may be properly identified. Also shown are 
the amount of tax arrears and costs, and the date, time and place where the sale will be held, which is 
usually in a public building in the locality. Sales are held three months or later following the date of 
publication in the Gazette and are subject to a reserve bid equal to the amount of tax arrears and costs. 


The previous owner may by law redeem the property any time within one year and one day after the 
date of tax sale by paying to the municipality all arrears plus costs levied. Where redemption occurs, the 
municipality reimburses the purchaser of tax sale lands for the amount paid at the sale plus an additional 
amount to be determined in each case. 


If the land is not redeemed in the manner described above, the purchaser at sale, receives from the munici- 
pality a tax deed or certificate which should be registered in the appropriate Land Titles or Registry 
Office. A purchaser should ascertain from either of these offices, information relating to any of the charges. 
or liens against the land and consider the advisability of employing the services of a solicitor to determine 
the extent, if any, of his liability. 


The foregoing applies to tax sale lands which were privately owned. In the event the land is the 
property of the Crown as represented by the Province of Ontario, only the improvements on the 
property, such as buildings, may be sold. In this case, an intending purchaser should for his own protection 
ascertain from the local office of the Ministry of Natural Resources whether or not the land or any part 
can be purchased or leased from the Ministry.

REGULATION TO AMEND 
ONTARIO REGULATION 702/75 
MADE UNDER 
THE HIGHWAY TRAFFIC ACT

2. In connection with the sale or construction 
of a home, such of the following documents as are 
applicable shall be delivered under the Plan: 


(a) at the time of execution by the vendor 
and purchaser of a purchase agreement, 
the vendor shall deliver to the purchaser 
a deposit receipt ; 


(6) in the case of any contracted home, 
forthwith after receipt by the Corporation 
of notice of execution of any construction 
contract, the Corporation shall deliver to 
the owner a performance guarantee ; 


(c) on the date of possession, the vendor 
shall deliver to the owner a certificate of 
completion and possession ; 
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(d) in the case of any condominium project, 
on or promptly following the date of 
registration, the vendor shall deliver to 
the condominium corporation a certificate 
of completion and possession for the 
common elements; 


(e) forthwith after receipt by the Corporation 
of a copy of a certificate of completion 
and possession signed by a vendor or 
builder, the Corporation shall deliver to 
the owner a warranty certificate.

Certificates of Completion and Possession 


3.—(1) When, pursuant to a purchase agree- 
ment or construction contract, a home is com- 
pleted for possession by the owner, the vendor or 
builder shall complete and execute the form of 
certificate of completion and possession required 
by the Corporation setting forth the date of 
possession and the name of the builder (if other 
than the vendor), identifying any surface defects 
in workmanship and materials accepted by the 
owner and listing any unfinished work. 


(2) In the case of any condominium project, 
the vendor shall similarly complete and execute 
the form of certificate of completion and possession 
required by the Corporation for the common 
elements, setting forth the date of registration, 
identifying any surface defects in workmanship 
and materials in respect of the common elements 
accepted by the condominium corporation and 
listing any unfinished work required in connection 
with the common elements. O. Reg. 943/76, s. 3. 


Claims 


4.—(1) Each person with a claim under the 
Plan shall give written notice of the claim to the 
Corporation. 


(2) Forthwith upon receipt by the Corporation 
of such notice, the Corporation shall furnish the 
claimant with such forms as it or the insurers 
may reasonably require for the purpose of establish- 
ing and verifying the claimant's loss. 


(3) If the Corporation fails to furnish such forms, 
the claimant is entitled to make his claim by giving 
written notice to the Corporation setting forth in 
reasonable detail information relating to the claim. 


(4) Promptly after receipt by the Corporation 
of all information reasonably required to be furnished 
to it in respect of the claim and after determination 
of any disputes between the claimant and the 
vendor as to the liability of the vendor, the Cor- 
poration shall serve notice of its decision under 
section 14 of the Act. O. Reg. 943/76, s. 4. 
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Conciliation of Disputes 


5.—(1) An o»ner who requires conciliation of a 
dispute between the owner and a vendor shall 
make request therefor to the Corporation and shall 
pay to the Corporation the conciliation fee set forth 
in Schedule A. 


(2) The Corporation shall receive representations 
from the vendor and the owner within the time 
prescribed by the Corporation. 


(3) Within fourteen days of the commencement 
of the conciliation proceedings, the Corporation 
shall provide the vendor and the owner with a 
decision in writing setting forth such remedial 
work, if any, as may be required to settle the 
dispute. 


(4) If the Corporation determines that the 
remedial work will require time to complete, the 
Corporation shall continue to conduct such inspec- 
tions of the home as the Corporation considers 
necessary until the work has been completed. 


(5) If the award of the Corporation is in favour 
of the owner or if the Corporation rules that the 
request for conciliation was justified in any event, 
the conciliation fee paid by the owner shall be 
refunded by the Corporation. O. Reg. 943/76, s. 5. 


Limits of Liability 


6.—(1) A purchaser who does not become an 
owner and who has a claim under clause a of sub- 
section 1 of section 14 of the Act in respect of a 
purchase agreement is entitled to be paid out of the 
guarantee fund, for all damages against the vendor 
for financial loss, an amount equal to all deposits 
owing by the vendor to the purchaser under such 
purchase agreement to a maximum limit of $20,000. 


(2) In the case of a home that is a condominium 
unit, the maximum limit under subsection 1 is 
increased by the amount of any interest owing on 
the amount to be paid out of the guarantee fund 
under subsection 1. 


(3) An owner who has a claim under clause a of 
subsection 1 of section 14 of the Act in respect of a 
construction contract is entitled to be paid out of 
the guarantee fund, for all damages against the 
builder for financial loss, an amount equal to all 
damages in respect of the home to a maximum 
aggregate limit of $20,000. 


(4) An owner who has a claim under clause a of 
subsection 1 of section 14 of the Act in respect of 
work unfinished at the date of possession and not 
subsequently finished or who has a claim under 
clause 6 or c of subsection 1 of section 14 of the 
Act is entitled to be paid out of the guarantee fund, 
for all damages suffered by the owner, the cost of 
completing the work or the amount of the damage 
to the home to a maximum aggregate limit of 
$20,000. 
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(5) A condominium corporation which has a 
claim under clause a of subsection 1 of section 14 
of the Act in respect of work unfinished at the date 
of registration and not subsequently finished or 
who has a claim under clause 0 or c of subsection 1 
of section 14 of the Act is entitled to be paid out 
of the guarantee fund, for all damages suffered by 
the condominium corporation, the cost of com- 
pleting the work or the amount of the damage to 
the common elements to a maximum aggregate 
limit equal to the lesser of, 


(i) $1,000,000, or 


(ii) $20,000 multiplied by the number of 
condominium units in the condominium 
project. 


(6) Liability under subsection 4 is limited to 
damage to the home only and liability under sub- 
section 5 is limited to damage to the common 
elements only and there is no liability for any other 
damage, direct or indirect. 


(7) The limits under subsections 4 and 5 apply 
to all claims arising in respect of the home or the 
common elements, respectively, and are reduced 
by the amount of any payments previously made 
under subsections 4 and 5 less any amount 
recovered by the Corporation or the insurers from 
any person, other than the insurers, by way of 
indemnity or subrogation. O. Reg. 943/76, s. 6. 


Guarantee Fund 


7.—(1) The Corporation shall establish and main- 
tain a guarantee fund with a licensed insurer or 
insurers acceptable to the board of directors under 
a contract or contracts approved by the board 
from time to time. 


(2) Under such a contract, the insurers shall 
agree to indemnify the Corporation for those sums 
which the Corporation is obligated to pay by 
reason of settlement of any dispute, judgment, 
action or claim arising under the Plan during the 
term of the contract. 


(3) Notwithstanding subsections 1 and 2, the 
Corporation may establish and administer an un- 
insured fund as part of the guarantee fund and out 
of which it may pay claims made under the Plan. 
O. Reg. 943/76, s. 7. 


Enrolment of Homes in the Plan 


8.—(1) Forthwith upon the issue of a building 
permit authorizing the construction of a home 
other than a condominium dwelling unit, the 
builder shall enrol the home in the Plan by 
submitting to the Registrar a completed enrolment 
form as provided by the Corporation together with 
the enrolment fee set forth in Schedule A. 
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(2) Not less than thirty days prior to commence- 
ment of construction of a condominium project, 
the builder shall submit to the Registrar a com- 
pleted preliminary enrolment form as_ provided 
by the Corporation together with the preliminary 
enrolment fee set forth in Schedule A. 


(3) Prior to the commencement of the marketing 
by the vendor of any units included in a con- 
dominium project, the builder shall enrol each 
unit of the condominium project in the Plan by 
submitting to the Corporation a completed enrol- 
ment form as provided by the Corporation together 
with the balance of the enrolment fee set forth in 
Schedule A. 


(4) Subject to the provisions of subsection 5, 
where a builder has enrolled in the Plan a home, 
construction of which has not been commenced or 
which has been commenced but which is not fit 
for habitation, and where the home is acquired 
from the builder by a vendor, by way of convey- 
ance, foreclosure or otherwise, it shall be re-enrolled 
in the Plan by submitting to the Corporation a 
completed enrolment fee set forth in Schedule A. 


(5) If a home referred to in subsection 4 vests 
in a trustee-in-bankruptcy, it shall be re-enrolled 
only if it was or is subject to a purchase agree- 
ment and if the Corporation has paid or is liable 
to make a payment to the purchaser pursuant to 
clause a of subsection 1 of section 14 of the Act.

9.—(1) Each applicant desiring registration under 
the Plan shall complete, execute and deliver to the 
Registrar such form or forms of application as the 
Registrar may require from time to time. 


(2) The application shall set forth the full name 
and address of the applicant, the type of his 
business organization, the names and addresses 
of all officers, directors and principals of corporate 
applicants and of all partners and members of 
applicants who are partnerships and other unin-

1. An agreement between the applicant and 


the Corporation providing for the respective 
rights and obligations of the parties as to 
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the enrolment of homes under the Plan, 
the performance of work by _ builders, 
the sale of homes by vendors and such 
other matters as the Corporation may 
reasonably require, such agreement to be 
in such form as may be required by the Cor- 
poration and to be fully completed and 
executed by the applicant in duplicate. 


2. A letter from a bank chartered under the 
Bank Act (Canada) or from a corporation 
registered under The Loan and Trust 
Corporations Act, as to the financial position 
of the applicant. 


3. Financial statements of the applicant 
and such other information relating to his 
financial affairs as the Registrar may 
require. 


4. Where the applicant is not a_ builder, 
evidence satisfactory to the Registrar 
that the applicant has a continuing agree- 
ment or agreements with at least one 
registrant who is a builder whereby such 
registrant agrees to perform the work 
required to meet the warranty obligations 
of the applicant under the Plan. 


5. Such additional documentation related to 
the application as the Registrar may 
reasonably require. 


(4) With each application for registration under 
the Plan, the applicant shall pay to the Corporation 
the prescribed registration fee set forth in Schedule A. 
O. Reg. 943/76, s. 9. 


Renewal of Registration 


10.—(1) Every registration and renewal thereof 
expires one year after the date as of which it is 
granted to the registrant. 


(2) Every registrant shall apply for renewal of 
registration not less than sixty days nor more than 
ninety days before the date on which his regis- 
tration expires, giving full particulars of any 
change in the facts set forth in the most recent 
application for registration or renewal of regis- 
tration on record. 


(3) Every applicant for renewal of registration 
shall complete, execute and deliver to the Regis- 
trar such form or forms of application and such 
other documentation as the Registrar may provide 
from time to time. 


(4) With each application for renewal of regis- 
tration under the Plan, the applicant shall pay to 
the Corporation the prescribed renewal fee set 
forth in Schedule A. O. Reg.

Forfeiture and Proceeds 


12.—(1) Where the registrant named in a bond 
fails to make any payment or perform any obliga- 
tion under the Plan, the Registrar may declare 
the bond forfeited and thereupon the amount | 
thereof becomes due and owing by the issuer 
thereof as a debt to the Corporation. 


(2) Where the Corporation becomes a creditor 
of the issuer of a bond pursuant to subsection 1, 
the Corporation may take such proceedings as it 
considers necessary to recover the debt. 


(3) The Corporation shall use the proceeds of any 
bond forfeited under subsection 1 to satisfy the 
obligations of the registrant to the Corporation 
under the Plan. 


(4) If at the expiry of the liability as provided 
in the bond, there shall be any proceeds remaining, 
the Corporation shall pay such proceeds to the issuer 
of the bond. O. Reg. 943/76, s. 12.

(2) Every builder or vendor registered in the 
Program shall, unless his registration is sooner 
revoked, be deemed to be registered in the Plan 
until the expiry date of his registration under the 
Program provided that he and his principals shall 
execute and deliver to the Registrar such con- 
firmatory agreements, guarantees and other instru- 
ments as the Registrar may require. 


(3) All unsold homes which are enrolled in the 
Program on the effective date and in respect of 
which deposit receipts are not in force on said date 
are enrolled in the Plan without the payment of an 
enrolment fee and the owners of such homes shall 
have the benefit of the Plan in place of the Program. 


(4) All unregistered condominium projects en- 
rolled in the Program on the effective date are 
enrolled in the Plan and the common elements 
thereof have the benefits of the Plan in place of the 
Program. O. Reg. 943/76, s. 14. 


Enrolment of Unsold Homes 


15.—(1) All unsold homes, whether fully or 
partially constructed, shall be enrolled in the 
Plan on or prior to the effective date notwith- 
standing that building permits have already been 
issued therefor. 


(2) Any vendor may, at his option, apply to the 
Registrar pursuant to the provisions of section 8 
for enrolment in the Plan of any home in respect 
of which a purchase agreement is in force at the 
effective date.

Bill may be received after the first eight weeks 
of the Session. 


Filing Bill with Clerk 


52. (a) Any person desiring to apply for a Private 
Bill shall do so by filing with the Clerk of the 
House at least eight (8) days before the meeting 
of the House, a copy of such Bill, together with 
a fee of $150, and if such Bill is not deposited 
by that time the applicant shall pay $10 for each 
day he is late in filing the Bill, including the 
day of filing. 


Applicant to pay cost of printing 


(b) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay 
the cost of printing such Bill, including the cost 
of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


Other charges 


(c) The following charges shall also be levied 
and paid in addition to the foregoing :— 


1. When any Standing Order of the House is 
suspended with reference to a Bill, for each 
such suspension, $50.00. 


2. When a Bill is presented to the House after 
the first five weeks of the Session and before 
the end of the sixth week, $75.00.

Applicant to pay cost of printing 


(6) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay 
the cost of printing such Bill, including the cost 
of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


Other charges 


(c) The following charges shall also be levied 
and paid in addition to the foregoing :— 


1. When any Standing Order of the House is 
suspended with reference to a Bill, for each 
such suspension, $50.00.

1. Regulation 98 of Revised Regulations of 
Ontario, 1970 is amended by adding thereto 
the following section: 


26c.—(1) In this section, 


(a) ‘purchaser’? means a purchaser, his suc- 
cessors and assigns under an agreement of 
purchase and sale of a proposed con- 
dominium unit who has paid money, to 
which section 24c of the Act applies, to a 
declarant ; 


(6) “‘warranty corporation” means the cor- 
poration designated under section 2 of 
The Ontario New Home Warranties Plan 
Act, 1976. 


(2) A deposit receipt executed by the warranty 
corporation providing for compensation to a pur- 
chaser is prescribed security for the purposes of 
clause 6 of subsection 1 of section 24c of The 
Condomimum Act. 


(3) A deposit receipt shall constitute prescribed 
security only if, by the terms of the deposit 
receipt, the amount which the warranty corporation 
is liable to pay to a purchaser thereunder is, 


(a) where the amount of money paid by a 
purchaser to a declarant to which sec- 
tion 24c of the Act applies is $20,000 or 
less, the amount so paid; or 


(b) where the amount of money paid by a 
purchaser to a declarant to which sec- 
tion 24c of the Act applies is greater 
than $20,000, $20,000 or such greater 
amount as may be provided under the 
deposit receipt. 


(4) Notwithstanding subsection 2, on and after 
the day on which sections 13 and 14 of The Ontario 
New Home Warranties Plan Act, 1976 are proclaimed 
to be in force, where a deposit receipt establishes 
a limit on the liability of the warranty corporation, 
such deposit receipt shall not constitute prescribed 
security unless it contains a statement to the 
effect that any amount paid by a purchaser to a 
declarant in excess of such limit is subject to sub- 
section 1 of section 24c of the Act. 
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(5) A purchaser is not liable for the payment to 
any insurer of any premium payable in respect of a 
policy of insurance that the warranty corporation 
takes out to insure its obligation to pay under the 
deposit receipt. 


(6) A deposit receipt shall take effect when it 
has been executed by a purchaser and by or on 
behalf of the warranty corporation and by or on 
behalf of a declarant. 


(7) The obligations of the warranty corporation 
to a purchaser under a deposit receipt shall not be

(a) failure of the declarant to comply with 
any term or condition of his agreement with 
the corporation ; 


(b) failure of a declarant to notify the cor- 
poration or its insurer or insurers of the 
receipt from the purchaser of money to 
which section 24c of the Act applies; 


(c) failure of the corporation to notify its 
insurer or insurers of the receipt from the 
purchaser of money to which section 24c 
of the Act apples;

(9) Where the warranty corporation receives 
written notice of a claim under subsection 7, it 
shall pay the purchaser within sixty days after the 
right of the purchaser to payment under the deposit 
receipt has been established. 


(10) The warranty corporation shall remain liable

(a) a deed or transfer of the unit acceptable 
for registration is delivered to the pur- 
chaser ;
